REASONABLE AND PROPER 
ENFORCEMENT. 


The resolution of the American Federation of 
Labor asking the modification of the Volstead act 
“to permit the manufacture and gale of whole- 
some beer undoubtedly represents the opinion of 
4 large majority of wage earners in the United 
States and we think would carry in a national 
referendum to all voters. It will be vociferously 
resisted by the professional drys ot the Anti-Saloon 
league and affiliated organizations. It will be con- 


‘@emned by teetotalists, but this opposition, we 


think, is losing influence steadily and could not 
prevail were it not for the fear among the more 
reasonable believers in prohibitionism that the con- 
cession of mild beer would serve as an entering 
wedge for more drastic relaxation. | 

To the latter doubters, the reaffirmation of the 
federation of its approval of the 18th amendment 


' ghould give some assurance and the viewpoint ex- 


pressed in the resolution is worthy of their fair 
consideration. The federation is not merely theoriz- 
ing. It is well supplied with information as to 
the practical effects of strict Volsteadism and it 
has come to the wise judgment that a reasonable 
and proper interpretation” of the prohibitory 
amendment would have beneficial results, whereas 
the Volstead bone dry system is impracticable and 
To assume that the Volstead act is infallible and 
perfect is to defy the notorious truth and to fore- 
close any hope of developing a better method of 
eliminating the evils at which the prohibition 
amendment is directed. To prevent any modifica- 
tion of the present enforcement laws is steadily to 
increase and intensify resistance to the whole pro- 
hibitory experiment, encourage the fanatic, multi- 
ply the excesses and perversions of enforcement, 
and thus hasten and intensify reaction against pro- 
hibition. In fact, opponents of prohibition might 
plausibly join prohibition extremists in resisting 
reasonable modification, because Volsteadism will 
certainly bring about successful revolt, whereas 
moéification on rational lines will insure a longer’ 
period of experiment and provide the maximum 
support for it while it goes on. | : 
Prohibitionist die-hards, of course, interpret any 
proposal for modification as an expression of sinful 
appetite and callous disregard of the evils of strong 
drink. But there i as sincere a will to restrict 
and, if possible, abolish the latter in the main body 
of the opposition to Volsteadism as in _ the main 
body of prohibitionists. There is no issue of morals 
in the question of modification as raised by the 
A. F. of L., although fanatics and professional 
Gry try to inject one. The question is one of 
expediency, of practical dealing with the most difii-: 


ceult problem ever imposed upon government in the 


United States. Tun Tsun is convinced that 
the 18th amendment is a grave error in the science 
of government, an unwise departure from basic 
American principles, injurious to the cause of real 
temperance, and productive of serious evils which 
outweigh its benefits. But it favors well consid- 
ered measures for the restriction of the traffic’in 
and use of intoxicating lMquors, and it hopes the 
good sense of the American people will develop 
them as soon as possible. | 

We hope, tlerefore, that the federation’s pro- 
posal will be given fair and thorough consideration, 
together with other changes in the Volstead act 
and other enforcement statutes in the states which 
are not only injurious in their immediate effects 
but are contrary to the spirit of American insti- 
tutions and the essentials of American free gov- 
ernment.

We 
Go not know whether it is feasible or expedient 
for bond houses to guarantee their issues, but it 
is certain that many of them evade responsibilities 
which men of high honor will not evade, no matter 
what the cost. No banker can foresee the changes 
which twenty years may bring, but every expe 
rienced investment banker ought to speak with 
considerable certainty regarding the immediate 
future. When an issue proves unsound within a 
year or two of its flotation, there is a presumption 
of negligence on thé part of the bond house which 
made the loan.

A PROGRAM FOR WESTERN 
REPUBLICANS. 


The significance of the meeting last week of 
Senators Borah, Brookhart, and Nye has been 
made somewhat clearer by a statement they have 
issued. They are proposing to o ize the agri- 
cultural west to make its deman 
Republican party and obtain adequate recogni- 
tion of them in the party platform. The leaders 
of the movement expect support from other Re- 
publican senators from western states. Already 
they have recruited Frazier of North Dakota and 
| Norris of Nebraska. They are counting upon La 
Follette, Hiram Johnson, Howell of Nebraska, and 
perhaps others to join them. 

The western Republicans believe they can hold 
the balance of power in congrégs if they stand 
together. They repudiate the inference that they 
are planning the organization of a third party, 
but insist that they are aiming only at obtain- 
ing support from within the party for western 
particularly for agricultural relief. 
They say they favor Norris for the presidency, 
but deny that his candidacy or the Sandiaacy of 
any other man is the justification of their move- 
ment. The statement regarding the presidency, 
appears to have been inspired by reports that 


Norris. 

We are pleased that the original conception was 
not the correct one. Norris is personally popular 
with his colleagues in the senate, but we cannot 
think of him seriously at this time as the stand- 
ard bearer of western Republicanism. He is 
thought of less as a friend of the farmer than 
as the enemy of private development of the na- 
tion’s water resources. His preoccupation has 
been the socialistic schemes of the industrial 
worker in the eastern cities, rather than the prac- 
tical needs of the prairie farmers. From the 
point of view of the farmers it would be a great 
mistake to tie their fortunes to his chariot, par- 
ticularly as there are a number of other candi- 
dates, notably Lowden, who have fought far more 
ardently than Norris for agricultural relief, and 
whose ability to get results is less open to ques- 
tion. 

We agree with the western senators that the 
views of western Republicans have not been given 
proper weight in the counsels of the party. We 
hope they will not make the mistake of putting: 
forward projects favored by eastern radicals with 
the idea that these panaceas will ehd the western 
farmer's difficulties. The west knows what it 
wants in farm relief legislation. 
lation to protect the farmers from ruinous crop 
surpluses and, in addition, it wants its potential 
waterways developed as rapidly as may be to give 
the farmers and business men of this region the 
benefit of cheaper transportation to.the world’s 
markets. The population of the great valley wants 
the Panama canal tolls increased to enable our 
products to compete on a more equal] footing in 
the domestic market with the products of the 
seaboard states. We have thousands of square 
miles of eut. over land in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and Minnesota unsuited to agriculture’ which 
should be reforested. In addition, the west wants 
adequate tariff protection for its products, notably 
its agricultural products. Myo 
These are the measures for which western Re- 
publicans should unite and which they may rea- 
sonably demand of their party. If they win rec- 
ognition of them they will have performed a dis- 
tinguished service to their constituents.

symptom. It is nothing more than 

a peculiar type of behavior of the 
breathing apparatus. Behind it always 
lies something. The person whose breath- 
ing apparatus is acting up in this pe- 
cullar wavy wants to know what lies 
back of «he scenes—who is pulling the 
wires and making the dolls perform, 

First, he wants to know the condition 
of his heart and kidneys, since there 
is heart asthir« aud kidney asthma. The 
man who har 
not be comi „ in a room with the 
windows down, or who cannot sleep with- 
out being propped up with pillows, or 
who must sleep sitting in a chair—such 
a man has heart asthma. 

The man who works in metal dust or 
sand dust finally develops a condition 
of the lungs which causes asthma. A. 
man who suffers a long time from bron- 
chitis is likely to get bronchial asthma. 

Then, there are the many varieties of 
hay fever, all of which are forms of 
asthma. Men who ‘suffer from nettle- 
rash, also called urticaria, are also likely 
to have asthma, Behind these skin dis- 
orders, which also sometimes involve 
the air passages, lie poisoning by various 
foods and exposure to some chemicals, 
The foods which cause trouble are those 
to which the individual is sensitized. As 
a rule, the foods at fault are wholesome 
for the general run of people. | 

It happens every now and then that a 
sufferer from asthma meets with many 
disappointments in his search for the 
cause. He has his internal organs ex- 
amined, has his sputum cultured, and 
has a series of skin tests made, and 
at the end he is as perplexed as when 
he started. es 

Dr. S. M. Feinberg advises all such 
persons to consider the possibility that 
all their trouble is due to house dust. 
Especially should housewives, librarians, 
maids and cleaners suspect this possibil- 
ity: They should have skin tests made 
with extracts of house dust before they 
cease searching for the cause. of their 
uble. 

Household dust is a very complicated 
and varying mixture. It may contain 
rat or mouse fur as the harmful ingre- 
dients. Or the harmful substance may 
be derived from bugs or roaches. Or 
it may be the nap from rugs or car- 
pets. Therefore, it is sometimes advis- 
able to make an extract of the dust gath- 
ered by a vacuum cleaner operated in the 
rooms where the sufferer works or lives. 

Dr. Feinberg reports four cases seen 
by him in the county hospital. One was 
a housewife who began having asthma 
while working as a chambermaid in a 
hotel. Skin tests showed roomdust as 
the cause of the trouble. The second 


be house dust by skin tests, The third 
was an 8 year old boy. Skin tests showed 
house dust responsible for the asthma. 
The fourth was an undernourished wom- 
an who served as a hotel clerk. . 

It was possible to desensitize these 


people with an extract of dust and, in 


that way, to cure them.
